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SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the inhabitants of Sunapee School District. 

The Board of Education respectfully submit the following 
report for the year ending Feb. 15th, 18965. 

We have had eight schools in operation, more or less, as the 
requirements of the different divisions demanded or as seemed 
profitable to a majority of those concerned. 

We have had teachers who have tried to make their schools 
successful, and the majority of them have succeeded so well 
that we are satisfied and have engaged some of them for the 
coming year, believing that a teacher who has become acquain- 
ted with the scholars and their abilities and peculiarities, can 
accomplish more and be of more benefit to the scholars indivi- 
dually and collectively than a new one. 


Natural teachers are scarce, so when we find such we cling 
to them as long as possible. In order to have successful 
schools we must have the hearty cooperation of the parents in 
support of the teachers. When parents find fault with the 
school and teacher, the scholars will do the same, and then they 
soon lose interest in the school, and when a scholar loses inter- 
est in a school the usefulness of that school for that scholar is 
oreatly diminished. We must support our teachers even if the 
school is not quite up to our idea in all particulars. We wish 
parents would visit the schools more, and see for themselves 
what work is being done. 

During the past year we have built a new house in Division 
No. 8, repaired the shed in Division No. 1, and made some re- 
pairs on some other houses. We have put new seats in Div. 
No. 8, which are much more comfortable than the old ones. 
The schoolhouses in all divisions are now quite comfortable and 
in pretty good condition. Some repairing ought to be done 
every year so as to keep them from running down and also to 
keep up withthe times in the way of improvements. Some 
work needs to be done about the house in No. 3 to fixup the 
yard, move away the old walland build a new fence, and _pro- 
vide a woodshed. ‘The lot for this house was very generously 
donated by James M. Collins and the district should build a 
good substantial fence around it, as this was the condition on 
which the gift was made.
